The departm ent pointed out th at a 
large proportion of the older and more 
advanced nations show an excess of 
im ports over exports of m erchandise. 
Canada shows a balance on the im­ 
port side, but nearly all other Amer­ 
ican countries show larger exports. 
“The world’s com merce, as far as 
ascertainable,” said the departm ent’s 
statem ent, "approxim ates $40,000,000,- 
000, im ports being $21,000,000,000 and 
exports $19,000,000,000. The excess of 
$2,000,000,000 on the im port side is ac­ 
counted for, in part, by the fact that 
m any im porting nations include in 
their im port values the cost of inland 
freight, insurance and other charges 
and, in some degree, 
to the closer 
scrutiny of im port values, which are 
frequently the basis of custom s reve­ 
nue.”

“We

world, is not of professional rank.

tendent of schools m ust be taken out of 
politics in the interest of efficiency. 
President Harvey cited figures show­

schools leave at the end and th at 50 
per cent of all the children leave be­ 
fore they are fourteen years old. 


Must Train the Hand. 


W’e m ust find som ething to hold 
them ,” he said.

ship, is only about eight weeks. 
The naturalization uct of 1870 re­ 
quires that the applicant shall have 
resided in the United Kingdom at least 
five years and shall intend, when nat­ 
uralized, to continue to reside here. 
The lease of a house or an apartm ent 
is sufficient to establish legal residence. 
The landlord’s word is taken as suffi­ 
cient proof. 
The applicant lias merely 
to fill in a blank with the details of his 
residence and other information and 
have the facts as to his residence veri­ 
fied by one British subject, while the 
applicant’s respectability and loyalty 
must be vouched for by others. 
He 
then files the application with a £1 fee 
at the home office. 
A special Scotland Yard detective is 
assigned to inquire Into the case and 
examine all the statements on the ap­ 
plicant’s memorial. 
Three months Is 
allowed him in which to make his rt 
port, but a few weeks usually suffice. 
I f the application is passed another 
fee of £2 is required.
